SYDNEY, N. S. W., Aug. 21.—The 
enthusiasm 
Australia have thrown themselves into 
the business of welcoming the Ameri- 
can fleet cannot fail to impress prv- 
foundly the officers and men aboard 
those splendid engines of war now ly- 

. ing in the harbor. The inhabitants of 
Sydney undoubtedly love a spectacle, 
and the visit of the American armada 
provides them with one rare in these 
waters. Yet, doubtless, in the minds of 
many spectators the real inspiration of 
the pageant lies in the conviction that 
should white supremacy in the Pacific 
ever be in danger the United States 
and Australia might be summoned to 
the common defense. 

Sydney in her gala Gress reflects the 
popular enthusiasm which has literally 
emptied many of the country towns to 
swell the throng which has come to 
look upon the ships and men of the 
kindred nation on the other side of the 
world. The buildings are decorated 
with the flags of the two nations en- 
twined, and endless mottoes remind the 
visitors that they and their hosts are 
of the same race—a single people “ that 
the seas may not divide.”” The crowds 
are actually greater than even those 
which marked the celebration of the 
founding of the Commonwealth. 

When the sixteen white battleships 
steamed into harbor yesterday they 
were welcomed with wild delight by a 
multitude of not less than 250,000 
people, who lined the cliffs and shore. 
The night before the cliffs from Manly 
to North 
South Head looked like a vast bivouac 
stretching over 14 miles. Men, women, 
amd children, undismayed by the cold, 
for it is Winter here, wrapped them- 
selves in blankets and waited for dawn

“The welcome extended the Amerl- 
can fleet has been very hearty and im- 
pressive. “The hillsides and the cliffs 
from Botany Bay up were covered 
with people as close as they could 
stand. The enthusiasm of the welcome 
accorded us is almost beyond belief, 
and it seems evident that such a dem- 
onstration of kindly feeling must have 
more back of it than mere curiosity 
and excitement. It is very pleasing 
to me to think that this indicates a 
real and heartfelt sympathy between 
the two English-speaking nations, 
which are united not only by ties of 
blood, but by great commercial inter- 
ests in the Pacific and elsewhere. 
Please extend my thanks to the people 
and the authorities for this magnifi- 
cent and warm-hearted reception.” 


SYDNEY, Aug. 20.—Sydney was aglow 
with life and color to-day, and surging 
thousands filled the streets as never be- 
fore. To-day Australians had an oppor- 
tunity to see the men who brought the 
American ships in safety thus far on their 
voyage around the world. 

From Farm Cove, where the landing 
occurred, throughout the long line of 
march the crowds gave a hearty welcome, 
Large bodies of men from al] the ships 
were brought ashore in the morning in 
launches. They numbered close to 3,000. 
In sections they marched to the outer do- 
main, which adjoins the Botanical Gar- 
dens, and formed on allotted spaces front- 
ing the reception pavilion. Then came 
the Admirals and their staffs, who landed 
on the east side of the cove, where a 
guard of honor from the British naval 
forces was drawn up. They were met by 
the Prime Minister, Alfred Deakin, and 
the other Ministers of the Commonwealth, 
the Premier of New South Wales and his 
Ministers, the Lord Mayor of Sydney, and 
members of the corporation. 

Rear Admiral Sperry, commander of the 
fleet, inspected the naval guard, and then 
with the others was driven to the recep- 
tion pavilion in the Domain, where he 
was greeted by Lord Northcote, Gov- 
ernor General of Australia; Sir Harry 
Rawson, the Governor of New South 
Wales, and the military and naval heads 
of the colony. 

The scene was a brilliant and pictur- 
esque one. The grand pavilion was sur- 
mounted by a great golden eagle, glit- 
tering in the sunlight, and the curved 
balustrades were inscribed with the 
mames of the American States, The 
stands surrounding the pavilion seemed 
almost buried with flags, bunting, and 
evergreens. These were occupied by the 


Federal and State Ministers, the mem- 
bers of the various branches of the Leg- 
islature and Government officials, many 
of whom were accompanied by ladies, 
whose gay costumes furnished vivid 
patches of color. 

Beyond the official inclosure, masses of 
spectators were grouped beneath wide, 
spreading trees, and glimpses could be 
had of the harbor in the distance, with 
the battleships etrikingly white against 
the blue of the water and sky. The brill- 
jant uniforms of the guard of honor from 
the Roya! Australian Artillery contrasted 
strongly with the plain colors worn by 
the Americans. 

Lord Northcote, on behalf of Australia, 
extended the heartiest of welcomes to 
Admiral Sperry, his officers, and men, 
. and congratulated them warmly on the 
guccess of the voyage. 

There was yesterday some embarrass- 
ment in connection with the plan for this 
parade of the American bluejackets and 
marines, which at one time threatened to 
make impossible the carrying out of the

PRIESTS PRAY AT BANQUET 


Bishop McQuaid Near Death at Cele- 
bration, but Is Revived. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 20.—At the 
close of the banquet which ended the 
dedication exercises of the new hall of 
theology at St. Bernard’s Seminary this 
evening Bishop Bernard J. McQuaid sud- 
denly collapsed, and it was feared for a 
time that death was imminent. The ex- 
ercises included the celebration of the 
fortieth anniversary of the Bishop's 
episcopate and the sixtieth anniversary of 
his ordination to the priesthood. 

The ceremonies began this morning at 
10 o’clock, when the Most Rev. Diomede 
Falconio of Washington, Papal Delegate 
to the United States, dedicated the recent- 
ly completed addition to St. Bernard’s. 

This ceremony was conducted in accord- 
ance with the ritual used in blessing new 
churches or buildings. The procession 
was formed in the main building and 
headed by the Apostolic Delegate, who 
led the way to the new building. He 
was escorted by the students and pro- 
fessors of the seminary, who were fol- 
lowed by the visiting priests, the Mon- 
signori, Bishops, and Archbishop Quigley. 

A banquet in celebration of Bishop 
McQuaid’s anniversaries as priest and 
Bishop followed. 

As Bishop McQuaid, clad in the robes of 
his office, was wheeled into the dining 
room by Dr. L. F. Simpson, who has been 
attending him at the seminary, the clergy 
rose to greet him. He spoke, exgept for 
|a moment at the beginning of his address, 
in a voice of unexpected vigor, continuing 
| for seventeen minutes. Then he suddenly 
said: 

“IT would like to say more, but I feel 
that my strength is failing me.’ 

With this the Bishop became deathly 
pale and leaned back in his chair. He be- 
came unconscious, and the clergy, believ- 
ing his death hour at hand, involuntarily 
knelt in prayer. 

Dr. Simpson administered two hypo- 
dermic injections and lowered the prel- 
ate’s head, 

Coadjutor Bishop Thomas F, Hickey 
prepared to administer extreme unction, 
the final sacrament before death, but 
Bishop McQuaid regained consciousness 
within three or four minutes and slowly 
revived. 

Dr. Simpson said late to-night that the 
Bishop was in no immediate danger of 
death.

Yesterday he 
was taken home by his stepfather, John 
Dempsey, who told the local Justice, 
George C. Hendrickson, that he would 
see that the boy got what was needful. 

Murphy, when he landed in Huntington, 
told people that he was Johnny York, a 
jockey, in the employ of Roy Ralney, the 
wealthy horseman. His salary, he sald, 
was $4,500 a year. He looked the part, 
belng slight and springy.

$60,000 GEM THEFT 
FROM BOURNE HOME 


Diamonds Taken from a Secret 
Chamber on the Commo- 
dore’s Oakdale Estate. 


WORKMEN UNDER SUSPICION 


Detectives Who Have Posed as Car- 
penters Believe They Are on the 
Trail of the Thieves. 


From a secret room in Indlan Neck 
Hall, the country seat of Commodore 
Frederick G. Bourne, at Oakdale, L. L., 
$50,000 worth of diamonds were stolen two 
months ago, and since then two de- 
tectives, in the guise of carpenters, have 
been on duty at the estate, mingling daily 
with the 100 or more mechanics employed 
in rebuilding the mansion. It was not 
until yesterday that the detectives re- 
vealed themselves, and the greatest ex- 
citement among the mechanics followed 
the discovery that they had been working 
with detectives, and that every other man 
on the works had been under suspicion. 

The detectives made their identity 
known after overhearing a conversation 
between two of the mechanics, which led 
the detectives to belleve that they had 
some knowledge of the location of the 
secret chamber. No arrests have been 
made yet, but several men are being 
watched and arrests may be made soon. 

The diamonds belonged to the Misses 
Marian, Mae, and Florence Bourne, 
daughters of the Commodore, who are 
now with him at a Dark Island resort in 
the Thouband Islands, where the family 
intend staying until late in the Summer, 
but Indian Neck Hall has not been closed, 
and now and then through the Summer 
one or another of the family has come 
down from the Thousand Islands to see 
how the search for the missing jewels 
was progressing. 

The secret chamber where the diamonds 
had been placed by the Misses Bourne 
was built in the old Indian Neck Hall 
years ago. Just where it is located is a 
secret. In fact, none outside the family 
of Commodore Bourne knew of its ex- 
istence except the men who built it and 
the men who were making repairs to the 
house early in the Summer. All the 
Bourne family jewels were kept in this 
secret chamber, which is fireproof, and 
which has been considered by the Bournes 
as safe as a safe-deposit vault. 

A little while before starting for the 
Thousand Islands the Misses Bourne 
placed their most valuable dlamonds in 
| the secret chamber, reserving only some 
of the less valuable jewels to take with 
them to the north, The work of rebuild- 
ing Indian Neck Hall had begun at this 
time and several of the workmen ara 
supposed to have come across the secret 
chamber. 

The robbery was discovered by one of 
the Bourne family just before the start 
to the ‘Thousand Islands was made. 
There was no alarm. Commodore Bourne 
came to New York and consulted a pri- 
vate detective agency. Two detectives 
were detailed to the case, and they pro- 
cured workmen’s clothes and started in 
to work with the other mechanics, Even 
the contractor did not know the men 
were detectives. They had been recom- 
mended by the Commodore, and that was 
enough for him. 

The detectives worked, ate, and slept 
with the other workmen, trying all the 
while to get into the confidence of every 
man on the job and learn, if possible, 
|who, if any, was guilty of the theft. 
For several weeks they seemed to make 
no progress. They had become chummy 
with almost every man on the Job, and 
had done a lot of judictous questioning, 
but to almost no purpose. 

Yesterday one of the detectives was 
standing near a corner of the mansion. 
He heard the sound of voices. Two of 
the mechanics were whispering. The de-. 
tective says he heard them talking about 
the secret chamber. They showed, he 
says, by their talk a knowledge of the 
location of the chamber. A little later 
the two detectives took off their stained 
workmen's garb and appeared as detect- 
ives. The word spread like wildfire 
among the workmen, and for the rest of 
the day nothing was talked of by them 
but the presence of the detectives and the 


suspicion which had fallen over every 
man on the job.

DOGS DRUGGED, GEMS STOLEN. 


$5,000 Robbery at Belle Haven While 
Mrs. Woerz Is in Court.

GREENWICH, Conn., Aug. 20.—While 
Mrs. Frederick W. Woerz, wife of the 
wealthy New York brewer, was appear- 
ing in court this morning with a charge 
of assault against a gardener in the em- 
ploy of W. A. Park, whose home the 
Woerzes occupy at Belle Haven, sneak 
thieves drugged the three dogs left to 
guard the house and entered the house 
through a window from the plazza. Hur- 
riedly searching through the three rooms 
of the suite occupied by Mrs, Woerz, they 
took two pleces of jewelry, valued at 
more than $5,000, and some money from 
a bureau, and escaped without drawing 
the attention of two servants at their 
work about the house. 

That the whole house was not ransacked 
and other jewelry, to the value of more 
than $60,000, was not stolen was probably 
due to the crying of Mrs. Woerz’s smail 
child, who had been awekened from its 
sleep. The first knowledge any one had 
of the burglary was when Mrs. Woerz, 
her two eldest daughters, and two serv- 
ants, who were witnesses of the assault 
upon Mrs. Woerz by the gardener, Charles 
J. Kraft, returned from court. 

Mrs. Woerz and her family entered the 
house without receiving a greeting from 
the dogs, which usually ran to meet any 
of the family returning. The silence of 
the dogs aroused suspicion, and a search 
was made for them. They were found 
lying stupid on the floor in a room off 
the main hall. Mrs. Woerz then went to 
her suite, and found the bureau drawers 
open, with their contents strewn about 
on the floor. '

RAINIER SLAPS A TAILOR. 


Auto Maker’s Son Resents Treatment 
of His Fiancee and Is Arrested.

STAMFORD, Conn., Aug. 20.—Because 
he slapped H. Isenberg’s face this after- 
noon, John Rainier, the twenty-one-year- 
old son of J. T. Rainier of New York, 
manufacturer of automobiles, was arrest- 
ed and is to be tried in the City Court 
Saturday for assault. 

Young Rainier, Richard Semple of New 
York, a college chum, who 1s Rainier’s 
guest, and Horace Flanigan, the young 
son of a wealthy New York brewer, went 
into Isenberg’s tailor’s shop to get pos- 
session of a couple of skirts the tailor pre- 
viously had refused to give to the owner, 
said to be Flanigan’s sister, until she paid 
the cost of certain alterations. She was 
without cash, and Isenberg refused to 
accept a check. 

As Miss Flanigan was going away and 
needed the skirts she was quite vexed. 
She told her brother and his friends, and 
they satd they’d get the things or know 
the reason why. Isenberg says they 
called him names and invited him to fight, 
and Rainier finally slapped him half a 
dozen times in the face. Then he sent 
for the police, and the three young men 
were taken to Headquarters. Rainier 
gave a cash bond of $25 and left imme- 
diately afterward on a long motorcar 
tour. 

He told the police Isenberg insulted the 
owner of the skirts, who was his fiancée. 
He is a sophomore in Yale University. 


MEHMED ALI IS IN FLIGHT. 


Attache in Washington Appears Bored 
Over the Situation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—~Mehmed All 
Bey, deposed Minister from Turkey to the 
Unitei States, has left Washington under 
circumstances that indicate panic. It was 
learned to-day that’the diplomat had dis- 
appeared, taking with him his wife and 
five children. So secretly was his flight 
planned and carried out that the Secret 
Service men guarding him against cranks 
who have threatened his life protested 
their ignorance of his going 
‘ Mehmed and his family slipped quietly 
out of the side entrance of the former 
legation last night and took a train for 
Buffalo. From there it is understood they 
will proceed to Toronto, and then to 
Montreal, whence they will sail Saturday 
for Liverpool on the Dominion liner Ot- 
lawa., bd 

This route undoubtedly was chosen by 
Mehmed to avold going through New 
York, Boston, or Philadelphia. Practi- 
cally all the threatening letters received 


at the former legation were penned by 
members of the Young Turks’ Party in 
those cities. One writer declared that if 
the diplomat attempted to visit New York 
he would be killed, 

Apparently it is Mehmed's intention to 
join his father, the notorious Izzet Pasha, 
who is reported to be in England. 

At the new legation little interest was 
expressed in the movement of Mehmed. 
An attaché stroked his beard and looked 
bored when the question of Mehmed’s 
flight was raised. 

“We do not worry,” he said. “ We 
knew this morning that he had gone, but 
we do not care. Why should we inquire 
about where he has gone? We do not 
care.”’ 


HUNDREDS SEE A RESCUE. 


Drowning Man Nearly Drags Down 
Life Saver Who Jumped In After Him. 
Hundreds of women and children on the 
Recreation Pier at the foot of East Twen- 
ty-fourth Street and many persons on 
the adjoining plier of the New York Yacht 
Club watched the struggles of David 8. 
Sheppard, a member or the United States 
Volunteer Life Saving Corps, in his at- 
tempt to save Michael Rice of 166 East 
Ninetieth Street from drowning. 

Rice, while walking on the stringpiece 
of the Recreation Pier, lost his balance 
and fell into the river. He could not 
swim, and Sheppard leaped after him 


without waiting to remove any of his 
clothes. Rice clutched Sheppard by the 
throat and dragged him under. Sheppard 
managed to break Rice’s hold and tried 
again to rescue the man, but was again 
pulled under. Sheppard again broke away 
and struck Rice on the head with his fist, 
but by the time he had partially succeed- 
ed the current had carried both men far 
out into the river. 

Patrolman William Rohrs of the East 
Twenty-second Street Station threw two 
life preservers to Sheppard. He seized 
one und managed to tie it about Rice, 
but his strength was exhausted, and he 
was himself upon the point of sinking 
when the launch of the receiving ship 
Hancock came alongside and saved both 
men. Sheppard lapsed into unconscious- 
ness and was removed in a serious ¢on- 
dition to Bellevue Hospital. Rice’s con- 
dition was not so serious.

|Negro Implores Policeman’s Ald from 
Angry Crowd and Minto Fol- 
lows Him to Station. 


Minto, a big Dalmatian coach dog, came 
to the rescue of his mistress, Mrs. George 
Murray, yesterday, when she was at- 


tacked by a megro in her home on the} 


first floor of 273 West Tenth Street. Mrs. 
Murray says she believes she owes her 
life to the dog, for the negro was choking 
her and had her nearly overpowered when 
Minto grabbed the negro by the leg. 
Mrs. Murrav lives with her husband, an 
inventor, and her three little children in 
the Tenth Street house. Two of the young- 
er children were visiting the home of a 
neighbor yesterday afternoon and Mary, 
the eldest. aged 5. had been sent on an 
errand by her mother. Mrs. Murray was 
alone in the apartment. She heard a rap 


on the front door and, opening it, saw a} 


heavy-set neern. 

“Is this No. asked the negro. 
Mrs. Murray told him it was not. 

‘*‘ Well, doesn't Mrs. Harris live here?”’ 
persisted the negro. 

Mrs. Murray noticed that he was look- 
ing past her into the flat, and she 
slammed the door in his face. She was 
busy with her housework about fifteen 
minutes later, when there came another 
rap on the door. Again Mrs. Murray 
opened it. The same negro was there. 
She started to slam the door, but the 
negro put out his foot and caught the 
door. Then he sprang inside, shut the 
door behind him, and grabbed Mrs. Mur- 
ray by the throat. 

Mrs. Murray is athletic. She struggled 
to get away and struck the negro in the 
face repeatedly. The man had a large 
bunch of keys in his hand, and he tried 
to ram these into Mrs. Murray’s mouth 
to keep her from screaming. He got his 
fingers about her neck, and Mrs. Murray 
began to grow dizzy. But she managed 
to wrench loose from the negro’s grasp.

room and, seeing his mistress struggling | 


with the negro, made a dash at the man’s 
legs. The dog sank his teeth into the 
calf of the negro’s leg and the man yelled 
in pain. He let go Mrs. Murray, and with 
the. dog still hanging to his leg started 
for a window in the rear‘of the apart- 
ment. He reached the window, shook the 
dog off, and, plunging through the glass, 
reached Greenwich Street, and started to 
run. 

Mrs. Murray and little Mary, who had 
just returned from the errand. climbed 
through the window, followed by the dog. 
They gave chase to the fleeing negro, 
Mrs. Murray calling to every one she saw 
to stop the man. A street car was pass- 
ing and a dozen passengers, seeing the 
negro running and the woman and child 
pursuing, sprang from their seats and 
joined the chase. Soon there was a crowd 
of thirty or more men and women after 
the negro. He ran four blocks with the 
crowd at his heels, constantly growing 
| in numbers. A messenger boy in front of 
— tried to trip the negro. Several men 
further along spread across the street in 
a line, and then Policeman Moore of the 
Charles Street Station appeared out of 
an alley. The negro saw him and ran 
into his arms. 

“Protect me!” he yelled. The police- 
man drew his nightstick and kept the 
erowd back 

“Lynch him!” 
crowd. 

Then Mrs. Murray and her child arrived 
and she told the policeman what had oc- 
curred. The crowd was growing every 
minute. A number of the men heard part 
of Mrs. Murray's story and they tried to 

et closer to the negro, who was cower- 
ng behind the policeman, imploring him 
to keep them away. 

The Charles Street Statlon was only a 
block away, and the policeman managed 
to get the negro there without mishap. 
He said his name was Charles Roe, and 
that he lived at 3830 West Fifty-second 
Street. He said he was employes on the 
steamer Ida of the Catskill Line. While 
the negro was answering these questions 
Minto, the dog, entered the station. He 
saw the negro and made a dive for him. 
But the policemen intervened and kept 
tne dog away. Mrs. Murray collared her 
pet, and after a little while ted him home. 

Mrs. Murray’s neck is bruised where the 
fingers of the negro choked her, and her 
lips were badly cut by the bunch of keys. 


MOB WOULD LYNCH NEGRO. 


1,500 Lynn, Mass., Citizens Try to 
Take Burglar from Captor. 


LYNN. Mass.. Aug. 20.—A mob of 1,500 
people with shouts of “ Lynch him! lynch 
him!" tried to take away Henry Tyler, a 
negro, aged 30 vears. from a reserve offil- 
cer in an alleyway near the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company's 
Bullding here to-night. and had severely 
pounded the colored man when seven po- 
licemen came to the rescue and succeeded 


in getting the prisoner to the station 
house before he was seriously hurt. 

Tyler. who was only recently released 
from the State Prison. was detected to- 
night by Reserve Officer W. A. Crawley, 
it is allezed. in the act of breaking into 
the store of George Lambert. fficer 
Crawley sprang at Tyler. who turned 
upon the policeman. it is charged, and 
struck him a heavy blow over the head 
with a cold chisel. Although dazed by 
the blow. Crawlev attempted to grapple 
with the negro. at the same time drawing 
his revolver. 

The weapon was discharged, but the 
bullet missed its mark. Tyler then at- 
tempted to hit the officer another blow 
with the chisel, but Crawley warded it off 
and the negro broke away and ran down 
the street with Crawley in pursuit and 
discharging his revolver for assistance. 
The policeman succeeded in capturing 
the negro. 

The crowd which collected attacked 
Tyler, and it was some time before the 
police could get him to the station.

Attorneys Want $9,900 for Legal Ser- 
vice and Receiver for His Company.

MUSKOGEE, Okla., Aug. 20.—Gov. Has- 


kell, Bryan’s campaign Treasurer, is now 
defendant in two suits. To-day John 
P. and D. M. Bailey of Ottawa applied 
to have a receiver appointed for the In- 
dinalo Contracting Company, Muskogee, 
of which Gov. Haskell is President and 
owner of 60 per cent. of the stock. 
Among other things the plaintiffs allege 
that Haskell has, during the last three 
years, drawn $15,000 as President of the 
company when his services and time were 
not worth $1,500; that large sums of 
money have been taken from the company 


by its officers and injudiciously invested 
in enterprises not covered by the charter 


of the company, namely The New State! 


Tribune, Gov. Haskell’s paper, and the

Haskell is in Chicago. W. R. Eaton, 
Secretary and manager of the company, 
says in his answer that it is a plain 
case of blackmail. 

The same defendants filed suit in Guth- 
rie a few days ago to collect $9,900, which 
they allege Haskell owes them for legal 
services.

HUGHES [5 THE MAN, 
THE PRESIDENT SAYS 


National Leaders at Oyster Bay 
Conference Are Unanimous 
for His Renomination. 


FATAL NOT TO NAME HIM 


No Official Announcement Made In 
Order to Let State Leaders Swing 
Into Line and Save Their Faces. 


Gov. Hughes is to be renominated if 
President Roosevelt and the National 
leaders’ who met the President at Oyster 
Bay yesterday have their way. The voices 
of all were unanimous for the Governor. 
The President at the conference at Saga- 
more Hill issued an ultimatum to the 
effect that, as the Governor could un- 
doubtedly poll the largest vote in the 
State, his name must head the State 
ticket. 


The President's dictum, it was declared 
last night, will be accepted as final by 
the State leaders, and the controversy 


between the pro-Hughes and anti+Hughes 
forces will end in naming Gov. Hughes as 
the party’s standard bearer at the Sara- 
toga Convention. 

Those who took part in the conference 
besides the President were National 
Chairman Frank H. Hitchcock, Assistant 
| Secretary of State Robert Bacon. George 
J. Smith, Treasurer of the State Commit- 
tee, who was the only official representa- 
tive of the State Republican machine 
present; James S. Sherman, candidate for 
Vice President; Representative W. 8s 
Bennet of Manhattan, and Representa- 
tive W. W. Cocks of Westbury, L. I. 

No official announcement of the de 
cision of the President was made either at 
Oyster Bay or in this city. National 
Chairman Hitchcock, who, next to the 
President, was the chief figure at the 
conference, returned to the city late last 
night, and refused to even see the news- 
paper men. He will preside to-day at a 
meéting of the Executive Committee of 
the National Committee at which further 
steps toward the nomination of Hughes 
and the carrying on of an energetic cam- 
paign in this State will be considered. 

There will be no official announcement 
of the attitude of the National leaders 
on the Hughes question. The State or- 
ganization is te be allowed to say that it 
has concluded that the people want 
Hughes, and that the organization al- 
ways obeys the will of the people. Prior 
to this announcement, however, there 
will be several conferences between Chair 
man Hitchcock and the State leaders. 





Taft Insisted on Hughes. 


In the judgment of politicians the de- 
cision that Hughes shall be renominated 
is due very largely to Mr. Taft’s wish 
that the Governor should run again. It 
was said last night that Mr. Taft insisted 
on the renomination of the Governor, 
though both the President and Mr. Hitch- 
eock were against it. 

The conference was brief, considering 
the importance of the subject under dis- 
cussion, President Roosevelt lstened to 
the reports of his visitors and then the 
dictum went forth that it was to be 
Hughes. Chairman Hitchcock went: to 
Oyster Bay with his mind already made 
up on the subject, and he told the news- 
paper correspondents at Oyster Bay that 
he would have a statement to give out 
concerning Mr. Hughes after he returned 
from the conference at Sagamore Hill. 
Although he had planned to leave the 
President’s pier and board the yacht 
Crescent for his return trip to the city, 
he even went so far as to say that he 
would first go from the President’s house 
to the Executive offices at Oyster Bay to 
give the statement out himself, and théh 
return to the boat landing. After Mr. 
| Hitcheock had talked with the President, 
however, he changed his mind and tele. 
phoned down to the waiting newspaper 
men at the Executive office that there 
would be nothing to give out. 

The President, it was said last night, 
argued that absolute silence was the bet- 
ter policy, and that if anything had to 
be given out it would come with better 
grace from Mr, Hitchcock after he got 
back to the New York headquarters. 
While yesterday’s conference was the 
| most important that has Been held in 
| Oyster Bay this Summer, it was also the 
shortest. It did not last two hours, and 
this included Juncheon time. 


President’s Argument for Hughes. 


According to a gentleman who was prese 
ent at Sagamore Hill while the conference; 
was on, the President made it plain that 
Gov. Hughes was the strongest candidate 
by far that the organization could ac- 
cept. He pointed out, it is said, that the 
Governor’s acceptance or rejection would 
have a far-reaching effect, and that other 
States besides New York had to be con- 
sidered. 

The President argued that Mr. Hughes 
| Tepresented a great moral movement, and 
that the decent people of all the north- 
ern States Were watching his crusade, 
and for the Republican Party to turn 
him down at this tims would be an ad- 
mission that the party was not in sym- 
pathy with his moral purposes. He did 
not find it hard to convince his audience. 

The President had sent out many invi- 
tations to meet him, and visitors began 
to arrive early. On the 10:11 train came 
Walter Wellman and Michael J. Dady of 
Brooklyn, who recently obtained a nume- 
ber of Government contracts in Cuba, Mr. 
Dady came down fairly oozing Hughes 
sentiment. 

Chairman Hitchcock and Mr. Sherman 
came down from New York with George 
J. Smith on board Mr. Smith’s yacht, the 
Crescent. With them were Mr. Willlams, 
Mr. Hitchcock’s secretary, and Scott Mc- 
Knight, Mr. Smith’s secretary. 

“TI am hale and hearty,” said Mr. Shere 
man, “and ready for all kinds of work. 
Yes, I am here to discuss politics with 
the President if he so desires, but the 
principal reason why I am here is because 
I’m here.” 

Turning to Representative Bennet Mr. 
Sherman said: 

‘“‘Hello, Bill, I see you have survived 
that speech of yours, and I suppose the 
people have survived, too."’

LANTRY RESIGNS 
WITHOUT A FIGHT 


Ex-Fire Commissioner, Ousted 
from Leadership by Murphy, 
Welcomes Successor. 


FOR PARTY'S SAKE, HE SAYS 


| Fears Effect on Presidential Campaign 
of Fight Against His Old 
Friend, J. J. Harrington. 


Francis J. Lantry, formerly Fire Com- 
| missioner, who was ousted from the Ex- 
| ecutive Committee of Tammany Hall last 
| week by Charles F. Murphy, resigned last 
/night as leader of the Sixteenth Assembly 
| District, and in a speech indorsed John 
| J. Harrington, who was chosen by Tam- 
|; many Hall to represent the district. Har- 
|rington, who is a wealthy wholesale 
j butcher, was chosen by Murphy to oppose 
Lantry if he chose to contest the ruling 
of Tammany Hall. 

Lantry invited Harrington to be pres- 
ent at a meeting last night in the Mo- 
hican Club, 211 East Forty-fifth Street, 
and interest was aroused as to whether 
|Lantry intended opposing the ruling of 
Tammany Hall or whether he intended 
to withdraw. Twenty years ago Lantry 
was a slaughterer in Harrington’s yards, | 
; and a friendship of many years’ standing | 
| resulted, when Harrington helped Lantry | 
politically. Mr. Lantry did not leave the | 
question long in doubt. 

‘‘IT have given the matter my best>-con- | 
sideration, and I believe that I can best} 
serve the Democratic Party by resigning | 
as leader of the district,’’ he declared as | 
soon as he began to speak. } 

“All of you know that under the con- 
ditions which have existed for the past 
year or two the organization tn this dis-

We expected:to have as much money 
as we may need, and finally there is as 
much enthusiasm for Bryan now as there 
was in 1896, and that is saying a great 
deal.” He added that the anti-Bryan 
crowd had disappeared, and that there 
was no defection to be expected from the 
Democratic ranks. 


Republican Point of View, 


Now let us look at the situation from 
the Republican point of view. There is 
no doubt that among the friends of Mr. 
Fairbanks there was a feeling of dissatis- 
faction at the way in which the contests 
were settled at Chicago, and for a time it 
looked as though this feeling might have 
a bearing on the campuign. But the Vice 
President, since his return to Indianapolis, 
has diecountenanced anything of the kind.

tion of the amount of strength he will 
lend tc the ticket in ths present cam- 
paign. 

But the Republicans are looking upon 
Kern's participation in the campaign with 
considerable equanimity. Nor are they 
concerned about the farmer, who is ex- 
pected to do tn November what he has 
done in the past.

‘This 
action was bitterly resented by the friends 
cf annexation in Parliament a@s a usur- 
pation of Be.zium’s national heritage, and 
the opposition became so great thet in 
February of this year ng Leopold 
changed his attitude on this matter and 
agreed to abandon the Crown domain and 
the Crown foundation to Belgium, stipu- 
lating that Belgium should not only as- 
sume all the Congo obligations, amount- 
ing to $21,000,000, but undertake also to 
continue the King’s usufruct in the Con- 
go's revenues during his lifetime. 

Belgium was required specifically to re- 
spect the concessions granted to two 
American companies in 1906 in which 
Thomas F. Ryan is interested. These 
stipulations were embodied in the final 
draft of the treaty. 

Under the terms of that prenty the 
Congo's revenues are charged with the 
following annua! allowances: $24,000 to 
Prince Albert, son of the Count of Fland- 
ers, brother of King Leopold; $15,000 to | 
Princess Clementine, the King’s third 
daughter, and as an especial token of ' 
gratitude to the King the sum of §$10,- | 
000,000 in fifteen annual installments, for ; 
his use in constructing hospitals and!

THE THOMAS CREW 


Shows Deep Interest in Story of 
Their Adventures in New 
York to Paris Race. 


HE INSPECTS THE CAR, TOO 


Telis the Victors the Long Contest 
Demonstrated the

OYSTER BAY, lL. L., Aug. 20.—President 
Roosevelt inspected the Thomas car, win- 
ner of the New York to Paris race, at 


Sagamcre Hill this morning, and warmly | 


congratulated Harry S. Houpt, Montague 
Roberts, George Shuster, and George Mil- 
ler on the winning of the international 
prize. 

The car was taken out of the front of- 
fice in The Times Building, where it has 
been on exhibition since its arrival from 
France, at 7 o'clock this morning for the 


journey to Oyster Bay, which was made | 


comfortably in less than two hours. Mon- 
tague Roberts drove the car as far as 
Kruege’s Corners and then Shuster re- 
lieved him at the wheel for the remainder 
of the journey. George Miller, the 
mechanician, rode in the rear seat, to be 
in readiness in case anything happened. 
When Miller turned the crank the engine 
started as easily as if the car had just 
come out ot the shop instead of having 


made a world tyur. 

Crossing the Thirty-fourth Street Ferry. 
Fast River, for Long Island City, the 
crew found the boat well filled with men 
on their way to work, many of them of 
foreign birth, who took great interest in 
the names that had been scribbled all 
over the Thomas car on the way through 
Manchuria, Siberia, and Europe, in varl- 
ous languages. Some Russians noticed 
the number of names on the body ending 
in ‘‘offski’”’ and “inski,’’ which gave 
them the idea that Shuster could speak 
Russian. When they questioned him in 
that language the hardy engineer and 
driver simply replied, ‘‘ Niet chevo,” 
(nothing doing,) which seemed to be un- 
derstood by all. 

The Thomas car was piloted to Oyster 
Ray by a sixty horse power touring car 
containing Harry S. Houpt and Tom 
Moore, and on arrival at Oyster Buy 
James Sloan, chief of the Secret Service 
force, entered the car and rode to Saga- 
more Hill, preceded by the official car 
used by special officers during the Presi- 
dent’s stay at his Summer residence. 

As the car went up the hil] toward the 
house President Roosevelt, dressed in 
white flannel shirt with white duck 
knickerbockers, was sighted by the crew 
jlaying tennis with Postmaster General 
Meyer and Kermit Roosevelt. He recog- 
nized the salute of the men by waving 
his racquet in the air and signaled for 
the visitors to continue up to the house 
and he would join them. 

A few minutes after the arrival of the 
automobiles at the house Mr. Roosevelt 
walked over the top of the hill, in the 
rear from the tennis court, and shook 
hands most cordially with the party on 
the lawn. Tom Moore, of the Publicity 
Bureau of the Thomas Company, pre- 
sented Harry S. Houpt, who entered the 
car for the race; George Shuster, George 
Miller, and Montague Roberts to the 
President, and described what part each 
had taken in the New York to Paris 
contest. After introducing Postmaster 
Genera! Meyer as ‘‘a sporting member of 
my Cabinet, gentlemen,’ the President 
invited every one to come inside the 
house. He made his guests feel at home 
in his library by ordering the butler to 
bring cigars and cigarettes.

Roosevelt questioned Shuster as to the 
hardships of the journey across Man- 
churia and Siberia. Shuster related incl- 
dents of the adventures of the automo- 
bilists when pursued by the Hungutzes, 
a savage tribe of bandits, who have the 
unpleasant habit of roasting the feet of 
their victims over a slow fire to find out 
where their money is, and the night at- 
tacks on the camp of the ferocious Man- 
churian tigers and wolves. 

“Were you well armed, Mr, Shuster?” 
asked the President. 

“Yes, Mr. President, we had express 
rifles, Colt revolvers, and shotguns.” 

“Sounds like my African trip, @oesn't 
it’’’ said the President, laughingly, to 
Postmaster General Meyer. 

The President was very much amused 
when informed that the worst roads the 
automobile circumnavigators had found 
on the entire trip were in the United 
States, and said that he would have been 
very much surprised if they had told 
him anything different. He said that 
their journey from New York to Paris 
had been a remarkable performance and 
a great achievement, both for the Amer- 
ican boys and the American car, which 
had now proved its ability to hold its 
own in international contésts, 

President Roosevelt went on to say that 
he admired Americans who did things, 
whether it was up In an airship, down in 
submarine, or in an automobile, and 
| would always do all in his power to give 
them a helping hand. He did not admire 
the timid, good man who had not the 
courage of his own convictions, 

“Tam proud,” said President Roosevelt, 
“that this year Americans have demon- 
strated in the Olympian games and other 
places their supremaey im the field of 
sports.”’ 

"Before the party left Sagamore Hill the 
| President showed them a handsome _ mo- 
saic he had received from the late Pope 
Leo XIIIL., and a lifelike photograph in 
la carved frame of the present Pope, Pius 
X., both of which had been sent to him 
direct from Rome. From the library he 
escorted them to the north room, where 
regimental flags and various trophies o 
the chase—stags’ heads, wild boar tusks, 
| bears’ heads, &c.—were hung cround the 
carved oak panels, and said that noth- 
ing was put up in that room that he had 
not killed himself. 

The President had a thorough good look 
at the Thomas car, which had traveled 
so*many thousands of miles, and in shak- 
ing hands with Shuster, Houpt, Roberts, 
and Miller he again expressed his pleas- 
ure at seeing them at Oyster Bay and 
thanked them for bringing the car over 
such a distance for his inspection. 

The Thomas car returned from Oyster 
Bay at 1 o’clock yesterday, and was re- 
placed in its position in the front office 
of the New York Times Building, where 
it will remain until noon to-day. It will 
start up State on its way to Buffalo to- 
day. 

On the way to Buffalo the car will stop 
at Albany, Utica, Syracuse, Rochester, 
and other towns, where the automobile 
clubs are preparing to give Shuster and 
Miller a warm welcome. The car will be 
brought back here Friday, Aug. 28, for 
the Olympic celebrations next day.

Three hun- 
dred slides were shown on the screen by 
Orrell A. Parker, the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the club, who 
delivered the lecture, and the audience 
was enabied through the excellent pho- 
tographs to get a realistic impression of 
what the men went through who accom- 
panied the car on its long journey. 

The opening scenes showed the streets 
of Paris, with the foreign cars and their 
crews all ready to depart for Havre to 
take the French steamer for New_York, 
followed by the scene In Times Square 
and the start for the great race to Paris 
on the morning of Feb. 12. 

In descsribing the enormous crowds in 
Times Square and all along the route the 
lecturer pointed out that the organiza- 
tion and successful carrying out of the 
}race around the world was gré atly due 
{to the persistent efforts of THrE NEw 
YorkK TIMEs in America and Le Matin in 
Europe, in spite of all the obstacles con- 
stantly thrown in the way.

This 
was convincing proof, he said, that the 
route via Alaska and the Bering Strait 
would have been impossible for automo- 
biles. The hummocks of ice in the frozen 
strait were over 10 feet in height and 
so closely jammed together that they 
formed an impassable barried that no one 
but an Eskimo or a polar bear could pass. 

One of the interesting features ot the 
pictures were the varied costumes of the 
crowds that surrounded the car when it 
stopped at the different points on the 
journey.

DROWNED PERSONS. 


j Absence of Water in the Lungs Need 
Not Indicate Murder.

Several cases have been reported in 
newspapers recently in which the absence 
water In the lungs of persons found immersed 
in ponds and rivers has led to the conclusion 
that death had occurred before immersion, and 
that the crime was therefore murder, and not 
suicide. As the matter is of great criminal, 
{mportance, permit me to call attention briefly | 
to the report, in 1862, of a committee ap-| 
pointed by the Royal Medical and Chirurgical | 
Society of London to investigate this question. '! 
It was a well-known fact that in most drowned | 
persons water was not found in the lungs, and 
it was supposed by many that in drowning a 
spasmodic contraction of the entrance of the| 
windpipe took place which prevented the en- | 
trance of water. The committee made a very } 
careful and prolonged investigation and came 
to conclusions which I summarize as follows: 

‘ First—-Water does enter the lungs in drown- 
ing. In animals drowned by immersion in 
water the lungs, if examined immediately 
afterward, are full of water. If a dog be 
drowned in pilaster of paris the plaster is 
found in the smallest tubes. In a guinea pig 
whose nose only has been immersed In mercury 
the globules of mercury penetrate the finer 

tubes. 
Second—If 


the examination be delayed for 
several hours or longer, as is generally the 
case, no water may be found In the lungs, 
absorption having taken place even after death. 
In experiments upon animals It was found that 
forty or fifty ounces of water could be intro- 
duced into the lungs without any of the liquid 
being detected there an hour or two afterward. 
In cases of undoubted drowning In human 
beings, when the examination was delayed for 
several hours after death, fragments of water 
| plants and other forelgn substances may be 
| found in the windpipe and larger tubes with- 
} out any water being detected In the tissue of | 
| the lungs. 


| 


Absorption of water takes place in| 
| the lungs even after death, and therefore the | 
| absence of water in the lungs many hours after | 
| death has no bearing upon thé question of 
murder or suicide. It is very Important that 
this fact should be generally known.

My Dear Mr. President: Since the receipt 
of your letter yesterday I have given its 
subject matter serious consideration. 

You rightly appreciate my reluctance to 
assume any public service. I am also quite 
certain that if my advice was asked as to 
the expediency of naming me in the connec- 
tion you mention, I should, as a matter of 
judgment, not favor it, 

Il cannot, however, with proper deference 
to your opinion, consider this phase of the 
question as open to discussion. I have 
therefore felt that I had only to determine 
whether your request involved a duty which 
I ought not to avold, and whether my en- 
gagements and the present demands upon 
my time would permit me to undertake it. 

So far as the latter ars concerned thie is 
my situation: I am to take part and say 
something at President Wilson's inaugura- 
tion on the 25th inst, and I have agreed to 
do the same at the opening of the new 
building of the Chamber of Commerce in 
New York on the lith of November. My 
preparation for the inaugural exercises is 
complete, but for the other occasion it is 
hardly begun. I am absurdly slow in such 
work. 

I have no idea of the time which would 
be exacted by a compliance with your re- 
quest, nor how early you would expect @ 
result from the commission. 

I feel so deeply the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and I eo fully sympathize with you in 
your efforts to remedy present sad condl- 
tions, that I believe it is my duty to under- 
take the service if I can do so, and keep 
the engagements I have already made. 

This I will leave for your decision—only 
suggesting that I ought to have the next 
week at least for preparation to keep my 
New York engagement. : 

If after reading this you shall notify me 
that you still think I can undertake the 
duty you suggest, will you deem it amiss 
if I hint that I should be glad to know who 
the third member of the commission will be?

TO TEST PUBLIC SERVICE LAW. 


Taxpayer's Suit Questions the Constl- 
tutionality of the Statute. 


It was learned yesterday at the offices 
of Public Service Commission that 
another proceeding had been begun 
to test the constitutionality of the Pub- 
lic Service act. Notice was served on 
the commission and on the city off- 
' cials of an action brought by Ado:pa ©., 
Gubner. us a taxpayer, to restrain th- 
Controller, the Mayor, and the City Cham; 
berlain from paying out any money eo 
leeceount of the commission. The cy 
officials, it is understood, will be res. 
quired to show cause why they sheuld 
not be restrained on Aug. 31. The action 
already taken does not act as a tem- 
porary injunction, the service of the pa- 
pers simply signifying the intention of .he 
plaintiff to apply for an injunction. y 
The oasis for the suit is the contention 
that the commission is a State body and 
that the city should not have to pay its 
bills. Mr. Gubner asserts that the city 
has no legal right to pay out money on 
account of the commission’s expenses, as 
directed by the Public Service act, be- 
i cause the Constitution provides that “ no 
private or local bills shall embrace more 
than one subject, which shall be ex- 
pressed in the title.” It is also contended 
that the city has no right to incur in- 
debtedness except for purely city pur- 
poses, and that the commission is a State 
| body purely. ‘ : 
| The suit is not regarded very seriously, 
!"The law provides that the Commissioners 
i salaries and those of the Secretary and 
counsel, amounting to $91,000 in all, shall 
be paid out of the State appropriation, so 
‘that it is the smaller items on the payroll 
that are aimed at by the suit.

be given to the public in a few weeks. | | 

It is entitled *‘A Little Brother of thé! 
Rich,” and, to quote the publishers’ an- | 
nouncement, is ‘‘ Sensational to a degree 
in its theme, daring in its ‘treatment, 
brutally frank in its languafe, lashing so- 
ciety and its practices as they have never 
been scourged before.” 

Another paragraph in the publishers’ | 
foreword assures the public: 

“Summed up in a sentence, Mr. Pat- 
terson’s book presents a picture of mc 
ciety, and incidentally of the stage, | 
which, if it were true, is too revolting 
for words.”’ 

According to “A Little Brother of the 
Rich” every fashionable woman “ drinks 
to excess, is animated by absolutely no 
thought except vulgar display and insa- 
tiate greed tor money, and cares nothing 


for the means by which this money is 
obtained.”’ 

A single sentence expresses his opinion 
of the stage. 

“Why,” says one chorus girl to an- 

» “*don’t I get along in the profes- 
sion? I can sing better and dance better 
than 90 per cent. of those who are strid- 
ing away past me.” 

“ Because, my dear,’’ answered the oth- 
er, ‘*‘in this business nothing is given for 
nothing.”’ 

The nero of “A Little Brother of the 
Rich’’ is introduced as Yraul Potter, a 
poor country boy working his way 
through college. Mr, Patterson is a Yale 
man, 

Because of Potter’s athletic prominence 
he is taken up by the richest man of his 
classrooms in his senior year. This is 
Carl Wilmerding, apparently a thin dis- 
guise for the young millionaire who was 
disinherited some years ago for refusing 
to give up at his father’s command the 
girl to whom he was engaged. 

The father of Sylvia, the girl to whom 
Potter is engaged, embezzles the funds 
of the bank of which he is President, upon 
which Potter gladly embraces the chance 
which the girl gives him to break the 
engagement, and accepts a position in a 
broker’s office in New York. Here, thanks 
to toadying in the most abject way 
to Wilmerding and his friends, he rapidly 
cqquiess a large income. 

ere is a picture of New York “life” 
at a fashionable restaurant as Mr. Pat- 
terson describes it:

MRS. GARDNER EXPLAINS. 


Not in Smuggling Plot—Loaned Art 
Objects to Mrs. Chadbourne. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Aug. 20.—Mrs. “ Jack’? Gard- 
ner acknowledged to-day her ownership 
of the art objects seized by the customs 
officials in Chicago because they were 
brought into this country by Mrs. Chad- 
bourne of Chicago as “*‘ household goods,” 
thus escaping a duty of $30,000 on an esti- 
mated value of $80,000. Mrs. Gardner 
was quoted as saying: 

“The customs department has always 
persecuted me, and I have paid thousands 
of dollars duty upon objects of art as a 
result of their impositions. The goods in 
Chicago belong to me. I had lent them 
to Mrs. Chadbourne for her homé in 
Europe. I doubt if the articles would 
total $60,000 in value, and I think Mrs. 
Chadbourne had a perfect right to bring 
them into this country as ‘ household 
goods.’ ”’ 

Henry W. Swift, Mrs. Gardner’s attor- 
ney, added to this statement, and said 
Mrs. Gardner had assured him that she 
had paid no money whatever to the 
customs authorities in the shape of fines 
or penalties. 

*““Mrs. Gardner,” he said, “has nothing 
to concea! in the matter. She is certain 
that some of the confiscated articles are 
hers, though she cannot say that all of 
them are. Sho explained everything to a 
Chicago customs official, who called en 
her ten Gays ago. 

‘Mrs. Gardner was in Europe the last 


time two years ago. During that visit she 


met Mrs. Chadbourne, who intended to 
fit up a house in London. Mrs. Gardner 
told her she could have the use of any 
of the art objects which she had stored 
in Paris. Mrs. Gardner had the objects 
sent to London, where they have been in 
Mrs. Chadbourre’s house ever since. As 
far as anybody knew, these things were 
the vroperty of Mrs. Chadbourne. 

“When Mrs. Chadbourne decided to 
leave London she probably thought it 
would be a friendly act to bring these 
objects to America for Mrs. Gardner, 
Mrs. Gardner had no knowledge that she 
had brought them until the customs offi- 
cials called on her, ten days ago. 

“Of course, it was very foolish of Mrs. 
Chadbourne to bring these Objects to this 
country and not give the full valuation of 
them. I imagine she regarded them, be- 
eause of having had them in her own 
possession in London for about two years, 
as in a sense her own household goods, 
and it ts probable that she thought be- 
cause of the fact that they had been in 
her house that length of time she could 
legally bring them to this country as her 
own property.” 

“Do you know that Mrs. Chadbourne 
has paid the $70,000 duty and penalty on 
the goods?” 

“We know nothing about it. I know 
that Mrs. Gardner has not paid any 
money on the objects.”’

ROW ON THE DEUTSCHLAND 


Man Hunt on the Liner on Her Arrival 
Results in the Arrest of Six Men 
for Hungarian Robbery. 


There were happenings a-plenty on the 
Hamburg-American liner Deutschiand 
from the time that vessel stopped in 
Quarantine early yesterday morning until 
the last of her passengers stepped ashore, 
The first incident that mildly interested 


Ithe passengers of the sccond cabin and 


steerage was a man hunt on board the 
big liner. Detective Lieuts. Moody and 
Aikman boarded the vessel in a search 
for a gang of half a dozen who are want- 
ed in Vacz, Hungary, for the robbery 
from a business man of that town of 
$8,000 and the attempted murder of a 
watchman. Six men were finally selected 
as the men wanted by the Hungarian 
Government. 

The principal part of this search had to 
do with’ some $4,000 in cash which it is 
alleged the men were bringing to this 
country, the other half of the amount 
stolen having been recovered. The de- 
tectives wanted to search the effects of 
the suspects, but to this procedure the 
customs men would not consent. The lat- 
ter insisted that the baggage must re- 
main in their care until the deportation 
of the men has been decided upon. They 
agreed, however, to allow the detectives 
at the proper time to search for the 
money under their supervision. The men 
arrested were taken to Ellis Island and 


will probably be deported. All have un- 
ronouncable names and all protest their 

nnocence. * 

The search of the passengers ror the 
suspects took some time and nearly every 
steerage passenger had to undergo the 
close scutiny of the detectives. The 
search was directed by the Austrian Con- 
sul, who furnished descriptions of the 
men, None of the men picked out is over 
35 years old. 

Through the emg gf of Deputy Sur- 
veyor J. M. Bishop of the customs staff, 
Mrs. M. 8S. Eylar of London is now speed- 
ing across the country to the bedside of 
her mother, who is dangerously ill in 
Santa Fé, New Mexico.

The great Cunarder Lusitania steamed 
abeam of the Sandy Hook Lightship at 9:30 
o'clock last night after a record-break- 


ing trip from Liverpool. She came up to 


| the lightship with flags flying in honor

world’s record across the North Atlantic. 
The great ship made the passage from | 
Daunt’s Rock to Sandy Hook, over the 
short course of 2,780 knots, in the re- 
markable time of 4 days 15 hours. Her 
former record. which was also an un- 


beaten one, was 4 days 18 hours and 40 
minutes. and the steamer by her perform- 
ance has lowered that mark by 3 hours 
and 40 minutes. 

In addition to. the nonor of establish- 
ing one world’s record for time of pas- 
sage, the great turbine flier has put up 
the figures for twenty-four hours: to a 
point where many of those who have 
been watching the performances-of steam 
vessels never expected to see them.-~ This 
record, another world’s record, was made 
during the twenty-four hours that ended 
at noon on Monday. The great liner reeled 
off in that time 650 knots. Her best pre- 
vious day’s run was 643 knots, made on 
July 6. 

The Lusitania has come through com- 
paratively smooth seas and with the best 
of weather accompanying her. Tuned up 
by her many record trips of the Spring 
and Summer, Capt. J. B. Watt crowded 
on all steam for a record-breaking run 
before she was fairly past Daunt’s Rock. 
The vessel left Liverpool on Aug. 15 and 
got to Queenstown in time to take on 
mails and passengers and get away on 
her oversea run in the morning. 

Daunt’s Rock is taken as the starting 
point for vessels from Queenstown, and 
the giant Lusitania passed the starting 
place at 11:30 A. M. Sunday morning. She 
got a flvine start. and as she steamed 
past the Rock she was cutting through the 
sea at the rate of 22.91 knots an hour and 
she was making a clean cut through a 
fair sea with the water falline away from 
her cutwater in a long white line. ra |

Once fairly headed away from the Irish 
coast she struck a smarter pace, and 
from noon Sunday to noon Monday she 
had logged 650 knots, seven knots more 
than she had ever made before. In doin } 
this she had made an average speed o 
25.66 knots for the twenty-four hours. 
The run ended at noon Tuesday was 
slightly lower, but still at a high rate 
of speed—631 knots, and at an average 
of 25.21 knots. 

The day’s runs to noon of each days as 
given out last night were: Sunday, 21 
knots; Monday, 650 knots; Tuesday, 631 
knots; Wednesday, 628 knots; Thursday, 
(to noon,) 610 knots. 

The Lusitania made an average speed 
of 25.05 knots an hour for the entire trip, 
a new record, the previous one being 25.01 
knots, 

The Lusitania’s best previous perform- 
ance was made last November, when the 
short course was still in use. As the 
season advanced the Lusitania and her 
sister ship, the Mauretania, with the 
other liners, took to the long route, 2,889 
knots, to avoid danger from icebergs. 
Then both vessels ‘tuned up’’ and began} 
a series of record-breaking performances. 

Now they have again taken to the 
southern route—the shart course—and the 
great ambition of the Cunard Line is to 
have them get to Sandy Hook in time 
to come up to their pier and land their 
passengers on Thursday night. To this 
end they are striving, and it is certain 
that with a few more hours clipped from 
their records they will make the trip 
from Daunt’s Rock to Sandy Hook in time 
to land on Thursday night.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


More Puzzles for Traders. 
During one part of the day the market 
looked as if a serious reaction was im- 
pending, and during the later part of the 
session there were indications that the 
bullish crowd was again in the ascendant 
_ and very much higher prices were prob- 
able. This’ kind of a market naturally 
tangles the average trader and leaves him 
very much perplexed. Those who had 
faith enough in the market on the pre- 
ceding day to buy stocks were sorely 
tempted to let go their holdings when} 
weakness became so insistent, and in many | 
oases they did. The subsequent improve-' 
ment found them without stocks and 
without sufficient courage to jump into, 
the market again. There were many! 
good traders who obtained profits on the; 
awhort side of the account by quick trad- | 
ing, but it is doubtful if the session net- 
ted very much for the rank and file of, 
the speculative fraternity or even for the | 
professionals. Sentiment at the close of 
the market was a curious mixture of bull- 
ishness and fearfulness. This does not 
take cognizance, of course, of traders who 
are permanently attached to any particu- | 
lar position. Brokers expressed the opin- 
fon that unless the advance were ol 
tained the average trader in the broker- 
age office would be tempted to leave the 
market alone indefinitely. 


Extent of Short Interest. 


One of the mootea questions at the mo- 
ment is the extent of the short interest. 
Gossip is very free in coupling the names 
of some big houses with the short side of 
the market, and with the usual exaggera- 
tion it would appear as if some of them 
were unduly extended. Those who are 
competent to speak with a knowledge of 
the facts ridicule the gossip and say very 
plainly that what has been reckoned as 
short selling has been the liquidation of 
long stock. This is answered by the sug- 
gestion that if the stock sold was long 
stock there was an undue desire to bor- 
row securities on the part-of the houses 
fm question. Every one understands, of 
course, that it is a regular part of mar- 
ket operations to conceal the character of 
the selling by making it appear to be the 
reverse of what {t actually is, Thus, the 
gtock to be delivered might be really long 
stock just the same. The calling of 40,- 
000 shares of borrowed stock by one house 
Was an item in the gossip. 

*,* 
Excitement in Cotton. 
Weakness in the cotton market attract- 


ed attention in stock circles, but caused 
no special excitement. The break in Oc- 
tober cotton was supposed to be the re- 
sult of the throwing over of a line by 
the leading operator on the long side of 
the account. It was also assumed that 
he got out of his cotton without any spe- 
cial injury to his pocketbook, and at the 
game time relieved the short interest im- 
mensely, inasmuch as he was somewhat 
of a thorn in their side. From the point 
of view of the stock market, these flur- 
ries in cotton are interesting, particularly 
s0 since the stock market is active enough 
to hold its own clientele, who might be 
induced, if it were dull, to go over into 
the commodity market for profits and ex- 
citement, or possibly for losses and ex- 
perience. There are any number of trad- 
ers in the wire houses that are active In 
the commodity markets as well as the 
stock market, and at the mioment such a 
condition exists, although it Is in no way 
detrimental! to the stock market or to the 
activity therein. The uverage stock house 
aticks closely to the stock market, but 
the wire houses do business on all the 
Exchanges and will execute orders quite 
as willingly in cotton or wheat as in 
stocks. Judging from their advices, they 
do not look for any continuance of ex- 
citement in the cotton market, 
+,* 
Advice from Queer 


Among the traders in an important 
brokerage office is a retired member of 
the Exchange who trades quietly and 
who has a very broad acquaintance with 
bankers, business men, and men of af- 
fairs. He is competent to give advice on 
matters financial, and very often does so 
for the benefit of his friends. He told 
yesterday how a woman of his acquaint- 
ance, relatively well known in society, 
without much business experience, but 
with plenty of money, asked him a day or 
60 ago if he knew of a certain firm, men- 
tioning the name, which, she said, did a 
banking business. He had never heard of 
the name, and asked for further tnforma- 
tion. She finally gave him a letter pur- 
porting to give definite advice on stocks 
and signed with the name, which he im- 
mediately recognized as one used by a 
tipping bureau. He found out that it had 
come into her hands through the man in 
charge of the safe deposit vaults where 
she kept valuable papers, who told her 
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that the President of the bank subscribed 
for it and thought highly of it. She be- 
lieved all this, and actually intended to 
open a speculative account with the tip- 
sters. It developed that the bank officer 
was an unwilling daily recipient of the lit- 
erature in question. 
*,* 
Same Old Credulity. 

Talking over the situation after their 
hmcheon yesterday, a professiona] trader 
and an officer of a trust company ex- 
changed views. / “I shall be bullish on 
the market,”’ said the trader, ‘‘so long as 
I can borrow money at 2 per cent. to 
carry stocks that will net me anywhere 
from 5 to 7 per cent. I admit that there 
is not very much speculative logic in my 
position, but that is all the theory I have 
worked on, and I shall stick to it for a 
while longer.”’ The trust company offi- 
cer said: ‘*‘ We have had a little experl- 
ence in the past week that is not particu- 
larly encouraging. We had one man who 
had an account amounting to less than 
$30,000 who came in and wanted to draw 
it all out. He became communicative in 
answer to our questions, and told us that 
he was going to put it all in a certain 
highly advertised, low-priced, absolutely 
speculative stock. We advised him and 
talked with him, as we thought we had a 
right to do, but he took out $12,000 for 
We had another experi- 
ence, almost identical, except that in this 
case the depositor listened to reason and 
left his money intact. This would seem 
to indicate to me that there exists the 
same old credulity among the public which 
we have been hoping had been elim- 


inated.”’ . 
THE EUROPEAN MARKETS. 


Coming Saturday Holiday Makes Lon- 
don Exchange Dull. 


LONDON, Aug. -20.—Money was easily 
obtainable on the market to-day and dis- 
counts were quiet. 

The dearth of business on the Stock 
Exchange was traced chiefly to the com- 
ing Saturday holiday and the approach 
of the settlement, and, although Kaffirs 
and-foreigners continued firm, other sec- 
tions of the market were depressed, helped 
in that direction by the decline in Amer- 
ican rails. Consols recovered a fraction 
on the splendid Bank return. 

American securities started easy on 
fears of a reduction in the New York 


Central dividend, but they hardened to a 
fraction over parity in the forenoon un- 
der a few covering orders. The colorless 
advices from New York in the afternoon 
and selling orders later caused another 
sagging, and the market closed dull. Cop- 
per shares were easy.

Correspondents—Outlook Favorable. 


The summary of crop and general busi- 
ness conditions prepared annually by the 
Commercial National Bank. of Chicago 
from reports made by over 4,000 banking 
'and business correspondents of the bank 
takes this year a conservative view of the 
outlook for this Fall, although a major- 
ity of the bank’s correspondents believe 
that 1909 will be prosperous and active. 

Commenting on the general crop con- 
ditions. the Commercial National Bank’s 
summary says: 

The outcome tndicated is unquestionably 
disappointing, as compared with the san- 
guine ~eports of early Spring and the 
prospeets upon some of the grains al- 
most to the harvest time, Bumper crops 
would have been particularly oppertane this 
year, but they have not been realized. How- 
éver 1: should be remembered that bumper 
crops are very uncommon. Floods and 
pests, and extremes of temperature, are 
always to be contended with, and damage 
and loss somewhere are inevitable. The 
variety of crops and expanse of gp ee 4 
assure an average production upon whic 
the country may confidently rely. We are 
not below this quantitative average in 1908, 
and while it must be regretted that the cost 

| of food will remain at a high level, the 
yield of the farms in value to the producers 
has probably never been surpassed, and is 
' ample to support am abundant prosperity. 
| On general trade conditions the corre- 
spondents of the bank lay stress on the 
fact that etocks of goods are new de-

| facturer to the last distributor, and this 
cendition they expect will bring in a rush 
of business when the crop movement is 
in full swi and the farmer is loaded 
up with cash.

over would be practically normal.” 

Of the financial situation the Crop and 
Business Report says “It has already 
righted itself, and as idle money con- 
tinues from month to month to accumu- 
late in the centres, and the experiences 
of last Autumn tose their influenee, it is 
certain that the spirit of enterprise will 
everywhere revive and Investments be in 
demand.

Declares in Jail That Mrs. Hains | 
Admitted She Had Loved 
Annis for Six Years. 


PRISONER GETS EXCITED 


Shakes His Fist in Major Hains’s Face | 
During a Conference in the Jail— 
Plans for the Defense. 


In the Warden’s small sitting room at 
he Queens County Jail yesterday after-! 
hoon Capt. Peter Conover Hains, accord- , 
ing to Joseph A. Shay, one of his lawyers, | 
told how his wife last May had confessed 
to him that she had been infatuated with 
William B. Annis in the entire period of 
gix of the eight years of her married life. 
, ‘He was vulgar and depraved, but I 
loved him,’’ she said, according to her 
husband's statement yesterday to Attor- | 
ney Shay. 

Ten minutes after he repeated these | 
@lleged confessions of his wife Capt. 
Hains, according to his lawyer, made a 
rush on Major John Powell Hains, his 
own brother, with his fist clenched as | 
though he was about to assault him. All! 
this Mr. Shay regarded as proof positive , 
of Capt. Hains’s broken mental state. 

. An earlier development yesterday in the 
tragedy was the giving out by Lawyer, 
John F. McIntyre of what he said was, 
the contents of the written confession | 
signed by Mrs. Hains and admitting a! 
humber of infidelities with Annis. | 

Other statements were made by Mrs. | 
Hains’s attorney, F. G. Wild, attacking 
the published reflections on the legitimacy 
Of her youngest child, and by friends of 
the Annis family protesting their con- 
tinued belief and Mrs. Annis’s con¥nued 
elief in the murdered man’s marital fi- 
ong The line of defense which will be 
@ffered for the two brothers is still pretty | 
much up in the air. After Lawyer Shay 
Outlined a tentative plan to the news- 
paper men yesterday afternoon he ad- 
mitted in reply to their questionings that 
he had not yet had opportunity to study 
the evidence sufficiently. 


The Wife’s Alleged Confession. 


Extracts—or scraps of information jpur- | 
porting to be extracts—from Mrs. Hains’s 
* confession’’ were given out by ex-As-| 
@istant District Attorney McIntyre to; 
Various reporters throughout the day. In’ 
éach interview Mr. McIntyre makes pub- 
lic some new detail, but to all reporters 
he refused a verbatim copy of the full 
confession. 

According to Mr. McIntyre, the confes-' 
gion covers a couple of sheets of type- 
written paper. It was taken down in 
notes by Gen. Hains, it was declared, in 
the presence of Capt. Hains and T. 
Jenkins Hains, and a Wall Street lawyer, 
from Mrs. Hains’s statements on the 
might of June 1 last. It was then dic- 
tated to and transcribed by a stenog- 
Tapher, and was finally signed by Mrs. | 
Hains in the presence of Gen. Hains, | 
Capt. Hains, T. Jenkins Hains, and the | 
lawyer. No coercion, according to Mr. | 
Mcintyre, was used in obtaining the con-| 
fession. But Mrs. Hains had been in a! 
hysterical state previous to the signing. 

The document, according to Mr, Mc-| 
Intyre, admits eight or nine specific acts 
of infidelity committed by Mrs. Hains 
and Annis during afternoon automobile 
trips between the day in October, 1907, | 
when Capt. Hains started for Manila, and } 
ag 2 2¥, 1908, when the Captain returned | 
to his home at Fort Hamilton, after re-| 
ceiving a telegram from his brother, 
"hornton Jenkins Hains. These acts of 
infidelity, according to Mr. Mclntyre, 
were committed at the apartment of a 
wealthy friend of Annis’s in Manhattan. 
Later, according to Lawyer McIntyre, 
Mrs. Hains left home for a week, be- 
tween April 10 and 17, without explaining | 
where she was going.

This bull interest was credited with hav- 
ing thrown over 75,000 bales during the 
first hour of trading, and during the 
consequent break in prices October cot- 
ton sold down to $8.81, which is 87 
points, or $1.85 per bale, below Tuesday’s 
closing figure. 

The so-called bull pool had stood per- 
sistently by its position despite a con- 
finual hammering in recent markets from 
the bear crowd, among whom are num- 
bered the larger part of the Cotton Ex- 
traders and the trade interests.

Turn All Express Business Over 


to United States Express Co. 


WILL DROP WELLS-FARGO 


Latter Controlled by Harriman, Who 
is Not in Harmony with Rock Island 
Interests—A New Alignment. 


Coincident with the announcement that 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway 
had borrowed $2,000,000 from the United 
States Express Company came the au- 
thoritative announcement yesterday that!

expire. This means an additional annual 
business of several million dollars a year 
for the United States Express Company. 

Wall Street men say there may be some 
significance in the fact that the Wells-

Mr, De Forest while in Paris last Spring | Fargo Express Company refused a $2,000, 


000 loan to tne 'Frisco about three months 
ago. They say they see tne hand of E. H. 
Harriman in this refusal by the Wells- 
Fargo, tor Mr. Harriman controls ‘that 
company, and he has no love for the Rock 
Island-’Frisco interests, it is declared. 
The Wells-Fargo Company lent the Erie 
several million dollars about a year and | 
a half ago. It is now doing the express 
business for the Erie. When the ’Frisco 
road, which is controlled by the Rock 
Island, wanted $2,000,000 recently, the 
Wells-Fargo Company, which has been 
operating over the ‘Frisco lines for many 
years, was approached on the subject. 
For a while the ’Frisco management be- 
lieved it would get the money from the 
Wells-Fargo Company, but all of a sud- 
den the negotiations were called off. 
The version of the ’Frisco Road officials 
is somewhat different. They said yester- 
day, in confirming the story in THE 
TIMES, that the loan had been made, and 
that the business would be gradually 
taken away from the Wells-Fargo and 
turned over to the United States Express 
Company; that not long ago, when the 
Wells-Fargo contracts with the ‘Frisco 
were expiring, they made inquiries of the 
United States Express Company, the 
American Express Company, and the 
Wells-Fargo Company regarding possible 
arrangements. The result was the deci- 
sion to turn the road's business over to 
the United States Express Company as 
fast as the Wells-Fargo contracts expired.

Most of the contracts held by the Wells- 
Fargo Company are with the underlying 
roads which make up the ’Frisco system, 
These contracts are for various periods. 
The United States Express Company has 
been operating over the Rock Island sys- 
tem for some time. An official of that 
road said yesterday that the arrangement 
by which one express company will now 
nandle practically the entire business on 
the Rock Island-’Frisco system will 
greatly simplify matters, and that the ex- 
press business can now be conducted 
without any conflict between rival com- 
panies. 

The Wells-Fargo management in this 
city refused to make any statement yes- 
terday, but from a man who is in close 
touch with the managers came the news 
that the Wells-Fargo people believe that 
the turning over of all the Rock Island- 
‘Frisco business to the United States Ex- 
press Company will prove more expensivs 
than the arrangement which has pre- 
vailed up to now. The Rock Island and 
the ’Frisco system interlap at many 
oints, they say, and with one company 
iaving a monopoly of the business it 
would be competing with itself to a cer- 
tain extent. .

be a whole year ahead. Under the plan 
the other 30 per cent. of the deposits are 
to be paid back out of surplus earnings, 
but this will not be until after the in- 
stallment payments have been completed.
